The basis for selection of names 
appearing on the Mansfield Honor 
Roll of men and women in the ser- 
vice is a matter of interest tp many 

persons: 

1. Names of all graduates of the in- 
stitution who have entered the 
service are eligible. 

2. All other students who went into 
the service from the college on or 
after the enactment date of the 
Selective Service Act, October 16, 
1940, may Kiave their nionis on the 
Honor Roll. 

3. All staff meihbers who entered 
any branch of the service, includ- 
in the Red Cross and the Nursing 
Corps are eligible for -a idac^ OH 
the Roll of Honor. 

The above limitations, unfor- 
tunately, exclude; the names of sev- 
eral of our former students v^o 
are at the present time serving their 
country with honor and distinction. 
There are individuals who withdrew 
without graduation from the college 
on a date previous to October, 1940. 
Some of these persons continued 
their college training at oth«r insti- 
tutions. In such case their names 
probably appear in other honor rolls.. 
Others entered various fields of ac^ 
tivity and later jbtoedv'ttM armed' 
forces. 

Though their nam^ do not appear 
on our Roll of Honor we wish them 
to know that we recognize and ap- 
preciate the splendid 'eoi^^v^cm 
which they are making.

Dear TH&a^: 

I'm sure that to all M.S.T.C. men 
who entered the service exactly 
eleven months ago today, it has 
seemed, nothing lesa^than a rificBrift,.

15, I think of the group of carefree 
boys who were off for plenty of ex- 
perience. 
If it were possible for M.S.T.C. 
' men how in foreign lands to write 
their experiences, it would be far 
better than anything we service- 
men here in the states could relate. 
But since I'm fulfilling the request 
of a Flashlight Staft member, here's 
a brief account of "Oscar's" Army 
record as of the past eleven months. 

Stationed a we^ at New Ci|nQi)er- 
land where we were thorouj^y 
processed, we then were ready to 
move on. About twelve of the orig- 
inal group irom Mansfield were 
to rec^ve infanti^ basie trahiing, a 
thirteen-week cycle. 

After three months of vigorous 
exercising, drilling and workouts in 
tactical problems, most everyone 
there had a better comprehension of 
"What the Army is all about." Of 
all the strenuous tests, I believe that 
the forced four-mile hike, completed 
in 40 minutes stands out as the "Real 
McCoy". We really didn't march; 
we double-timed it with full field 
equipment: rifle, bayonet, and gas 
made. 

During the time at Wheeler, it was 
almost,,tike M.S.T.C. with many of 
the old gang there. However, one 
thing lacking in that atmosphere 
were those who constituted the 
.4nreater percentage (d em Alma

At the completion of the cycle, 
many of our pals were shipped over- 
seas, while' others were sent to take 
this Army specialized training pro- 
gram at various universities and col- 
J^es throughout the United States. 

For two we^s, we A,S,T. "candi 
dates were stationed at the Univer- 
sity of Alabama, a classification cen- 
ter. After being classified, there was 
little to do except drink cokes and 
sit in the shade. From barrax^s to 
fraternity houses and barren Geor- 
gia's red sandy fields to 'Bama's gor- 
geous campus were luxuries that we

Hello Man^eld: 

I received your October 1 issue 
of "The Flashlight" this evening and 
I've just now taken my nose out of 
it. I guess I've read every woid in 
it but to be sure t*ll hav» to riii^ it 
again. I am looking forward to re- 
ceiving the nex;t issue. 

As you probably know by now, I'm 

a Navigator on a B-24 Liberator, and 
have been doing this for about nine 
months. Our group has been over 
here since the middle of August and 
have seen plently of action. Pw- 
sonally, I've seen enough and any 
time they want to call this whole 
this off, it will be perfectly all 
right with me. , At present I'm 
sweating out the Russians and tiie 
invasion from the west. 

Life in England is pretty much the 
same as in the States, and we're 
pretty lucky b^ng where the girls 
speak the same language. Of course 
as far as girls go, I'd say Mansfield 
would be about the ideal place at 
the present time, in f&tt, I thought it 
was nice when I was there. I recog- 
nize quite a few names in the Flash- 
light; I remember them as those 
Freishinen we had fun with when I 
was Setdor. (Gee, but I wioider 
around a lot writing a letter, don't I?) 
I started this parapragh with the 
idea of telling you something of F.n- 
land, bul J'm wire Dr. §,wan cgHri^ - 
io a much betor job tiiian X. I did 
get to see Oxford that she talked so 
much about, but London seems to be 
the place. I took a tour of the city 
thf first time I was in and saw all 
the plac«ra of fiotei^ as Buck- 
ingham Palace, Houses of Parlia- 
ment, No. 10 Downing Street, London 
Bridge and Westminster Abbey. The 
people live on tradition over here, 
anil it is hard for us to understand it. 
There are numerous places that were 
hit with bombs during the Blitz in 
1940, and instead of fixing them up 
they build a little fence aro imd i t s e 
it can be shown to someotte- 200 
years from now. 

My later visits to London have 
be^ devoted entirely to ait^rtatn^ 
ment. My pilot, a boy from PhUa- 
delphia, and I are together most of 
the time and we frequent the night 
clubs quite a bit, but of course they 
<ian't compare with the Horse Shoe 
in the days before gas rationing. I 
suppose I am giving you the wrong 
impression of the 8th Air Force, but 
I'll clear it up by telling you we only 
get one 48-hour pass a month, so 
we can't waste much of it. Our base 
is situated near a town that would 
make Mansfield look like a large city, 
so we maybe are sort of wild when 
we get to town. You can see by ttie * 
paper that we must have quite a bit 
of spare time, too much for a place 
like this. We sit around telking 
about the last mission, the next one, 
the lucky bojrs who landed in Swe- 
den, the the boys that aren't with us 
anymore, and the weather. The 
weather is the big topic, and it cer- 
tainly is a good one, for . I've never 
seen sudh a conglomeration of 
weather. It's rainy, foggy, cloudy, 
windy, hazy, and anything else I've 
missed. Back in the Stiates they'd 
never even think of flying on days 
we fly over here. It is the weather 
alone that won't allow the round- 
the-clock bc^bing that the arm- 
chair strategists back heme iimrist 
that we do. I wonder if any of them 
have any idea of how much trouble 
it is to get 1000 heavy bombers in the 
air...fitMn a ff*wintry thM isn't atf.big . 



Flashlight Readers: 

Greetings from Scott Field. The 
"Flashlight" has asked me to write 
and give you an idea as to iwliat lEtaS 
of wmrk I am doing. 

Scott Field, primarily, is a radio 
school. The course begins with 
fundamental electricity and pro- 
gresses through bairic radio px^ssA- 
plea and a rather thorough study of 
practically every set which is being 
used in combat aircraft. The pre- 
war radio course was an eighteen- 
month course, but) the emergancy 
has made it' ncNcessary to cut it to 
alnusst as many weeks. Therefore, 
the work moves along very rapidly; 
the theory element of the work has 
been decreased to a minimum, and 
it has become mostly practical study. 
During the course, each man builds 
a transmitting unit and and ordi- 
nary five-tube receiver. This part 
of the course is called Radio Me- 
chanic^ the other half deals with the 
training of the radio operatcM*. 

The^first few weeks of nidid train- 
ing are spent in obteining a code 
speed of eighteen words a minute 
,which is the requisite speed for 
graduation. When studoits reach 
the required code i^eed, they go into 
an intricate study of the procedure 
of sending code message, the use of 
secret devices, a kind of "radio 
shorthand", keeping a log, and the 
duties of a radio operator in general. 

Following this period is a period 
of training wtiich is known to us as 
"Mock-ups". As the titie suggests, 
it consists of training in units which 
emulates, as nearly as possible, the 
actual conditions that a student will 
find in a plane. iDuring this phase, 
he puts his radio proce^tava ki mm, 
making simulated cross-country 
flights and carrying on the necessary 
radio communications. 

The final week is made up of a 
few hours of fU^t training and a 
study of the care and use of carrier, 
pigeons. 



The cour8tt^^arJ}een most h^e^ 
esting and, although I have almost 
finished, I find it more interesting as 
it progresses. I wish I might give 
you a few stat«neats whi<di would 
give you 8(^eriiiea of the trerai»- 
dous amount of money and «iuip- 
ment which the government is using 
for the training of men for combat 
duty, but those facts must remain 
military secrets. 

When I finish my work here, I 
expect to go to the aerial gunnery 
school for a few weeks and i^MA be 
ass igned ^to a ccnabat crew. 

Today marics the end of my elev- 
enth month in the service. It has 
been a wonderful experience, but I 
am looking forward anxiously to the 
time when nay wmeai job is finished 
and I can get bade to Mansfield once 
more. 

I have met several fellows from. 
Mansfield during my travels; I saw 
Don Freed in San Antonio, and i 
have seen several of them here, in- 
cluding "Benny" Richley, who is 
playing in the post band, Morris 
Freed, who is a physical training in- 
structor, Francis Roupp, Jack Mc- 
Carten, and Howard Bowman, all of 
whom are students here. The Flash- 
light keeps us pretty well informed 
as to the Mttidttei of IP3.T.C., but 
we are always glad to hear firom «iy 
of you.

The third Army-Navy College 
Qualifying Test for the Army Spe- 
cialized Training Program and the 
Navy College Program V-12 which 
will be given throughout the country 
on Wednesday, March 14, at 9:00 a. 
' m. will be administered at the Mans- 
field State Teachers College, Pres- 
ident James G. Morgan has an- 
nounced. A leaflet of general infor- 
mation which cont^s an. admisfiicm 
identification form may Jbe obtained 
at the college. This form properly 
fiUed out will admit to the test stu- 
dents between the ages of 17 and 21, 
inclusive, who are high school grad- 
uates or who will be graduated by 
July 1, 1944. Intent to take the test 
Should be made known immediately 
to Dr. Cyril Stout, State Teachers 
College, Mansfield, Pa., in order that 
the necessary test supplies mdy be 
ordered. 

The same examination will ■ be 
taken by both Army and Navy can^ 
didates.

Easter Music 

The two great Ghrtsttan holidkys, 

Christmas and Easter, have inspired 
both composer and painter to cre- 
ate some of the greatest monuments 
of their respective arts. 

In the field of music these mas- 
terpieces were conceived for litur- 
gical purposes, although, just as the 
great , paintings of the Crucifixion 
are sometimes to be s^en in collec- 
tions of art outside the church, so 
music of the Passion and Easter 
seasons may be heard in the con- 
cert hall. And, just as not all pictor- 
ial representations of the vario-.is in- 
cidents relating to the season which 
find their way into the church are 
masterpieces, so not all musical set- 
tings of the seasonal texts, however 
dear to the hearts of -1*te:^T»ngrega- 
tions, are acceptable as great mu- 
sic. Musical styles change and the 
liturgical texts of all the Christian 
denomdaaticnisr have i^p^UE^ ^ 
many musical costumnes, some suit- 
able, othersu definitely unsuitable. 
But the associations which haye 
made ce^tai^n meodies dear to many 
worshipers are often stronger than 
the merits of the M^dies , them- 
selves • ' ^ 

In general, the texts of church 
music are older than the musical 
settings commonly in use, and many 
have t»nte down to us from the La- 
tin of the early Roman Church by 
way of the German of the Luther- 
ans. This is particularly true of some 
hymns, which, in only a few cases, 
have retained, their original tunes, 
adapted to chang.ng rhythmic styles. 
"Near the Cross Her Vigil Keeping", 
is a translation of the thirteenth 
century sequence, **StiSbat Mater". 
While hymnals use a simple church 
melody for the English text, the La- 
tin words have been given elaborate 
settings by a number of the great 

the setting for double chorus of the 
Sixtee nth century Italian* composer, 
PalesMna; nma~~iftiat^'0^ P etig ol c s ir 
(eighteenth i^tury) for womb's 
chorus. 

One of the finest hymns of the 
Passion season is **0 Sacred Head 
Now Wounded", The English version 
is a translation of "O Haupt voir 
Blut and Wunden," by Paul Ger- 
*ardt (1607-1676) who, in turn, 
probably derived his poem from 
the Latin, "Salve caput cruentatum,'? 
of St. Bernard Clairvaux. It is diffi- 
cult to believe that the tune, which 
Bach considered so insaparably as- 
sociated with the Passion season 
that he included several versions 
of it in his setting of the St. Mat- 
thew Passion, was originally that of 
a five-part madrigal of Hans Leo 
Hassler, published in 1601, and call- 
ed, "My peace of mind is shattered 
by the charms of a tender maiden." 
Its present important position in 
church music illustrates Luther's 
much quoted declaration that "the 
^tevil has ne right to all ^e good 
tunes." 

"Christ the Lord is Risen Today ' 
probably holds first place In popu- 
larity of Protestant hymns for Eas- 
ter, The poem is thought f" haye,^^^ 
been suggested to its author, CharU 
les- Wesley (1708-1788), by an an- 
cieirt anonymous Latin antiphon. 
The melody to which it is usually 
Tuhg^ first lippeared in 1708 in a col- 
lection called, "Lyra Davidica". The 
florid "hallelujah" may seem loo 
operatic in style for some tastes, but 
to many who have heard it each 
year sung as a processional for F.u5> 
ter morning it is the very essence 
of Easter joy.

The Egyp- 
tians, the Persians, the Greeks, and 
the Romans^ used it in this way. 
£g^ were ^tem during the spring 
festival from very early times.

LIBEARY REGULATIONS AP 

IN6 TO OVTSI0B FAT&ONS 



Our college library frequently has 
calls to render library s.rvice out- 
side the boundaries of the college 
campus. We are very glad to |be 

of service to the community in this 
I expect, but we owe our llirst allegi- 
ance to the students enrolled in the 
college. 

We welcome the use of Our libra- 
ry by those not enTolled in'Bie col- 
lege and are always glad to help 
them find reierence and materia 
for papers or talks they are prepar- 
ing. Because of our reduced budget 
and staff, however, if persons not 
enrolled in the coLege wish to take 
material home, we find it necessary 
to irnpo^ the following regulations. 
Cii'eulation Rutes 

A. Air persons riot conrif ctsd with 
the college are permitted to 
> take material from the college 
library providing they pay a 
$2.00 deposit which will be 
given back to them when, the 
material is returned. 

1. This includes: 
a. Ex-graduates now teach- 
ing in the Service area;' 

' b. Town people. 

c. Persons liv r^g in nearby 
towns. 

2. Note: Ex-faculty members 

— shall have^^the same privi- 
leges as those extended to 
our regular faculty. 

Fines 

A. All such persons come under 
the regular rules which govern 
our student body with the ex- 

. -ception that not more than 
three books or magazines may 
be taken out. at one timg. •

mm BOOKS IN THE LIBSABY 
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The library has received its fir.st 
order of books for this year. Some 
time after the Easter holidays they 
will be ready for circulaticm. •^•^ 

There are many steps between re- 
ceiving a new book in a library and 
getting it ready for student use. Per- 
haps the one that takes the most 
time is what librarians call "paging" 
a book. Every page in each book 
must be examined carefully. Some- 
times a book comes from the pub- 
lisher with a few pages missing or 
torn, or. put in upside down, or 
P^fti^s witai^ prtotSMr too ^Bd^ lm be 
read. Naturally we cannot afford to 
pay for such books. We must ask 
the publisher to replace them with 
perfect copies. 

Another process that takes time is 
that oiC assigning numbers to each 
book and seeing that the number is 
ndt the same as that of any other 
book in the library. 

Then we must also send to the Li- 
brary of Congress for printed cards 
to be put in our catalog for each new 
book. 

Last of all, the number must be 
put on the outside of the book, and 
' tlie cards, date slips, pockets and 
ownership plates must be tjrped and 
pasted in each book. 

These are some of the thi ngs we 

must do for the new books that coine 
to the library. That is why it t;ikes 
us so long to get them ready for 
your use.

Outside of the field of church mu-

Good Friday. The plot appears in a 
poem of the medieval German min- 
nesinger, Wolfram voh £schenbach, 
who took it from folk tale. The 
characters are a band of knights 
who possess the-xtmp from wnich 
Christ drank at the Last Supper and 
the spear which pierced His side as 
He hung on the cross. From these 
holy relics the knights derived 
power to do great and good deeas. 
1^ drama shows how this power 
was diminished by the sin of one 
knight and restored by a-v^^iless 
fool", Parsifal. So strongly wa& Wttg-- 
ner moved by the reUgiousLelement 
of the drama that he stipulated that 
it was never to be performed out- 
side of the theatre especially built 
^fbr his works in Bayreuth, Bavaria. 
Some time ^fter the composer's 
death, however, Frau Wagner gave 
her consent to its performance in 
New York where, in 1903, it was 
first performed in the Metropolitan 
Opera House. 

The Russian composer Rimsky- 
Korsakov has left us a brilliant or-, 
diestral interpretation of the a|>irit 
, olite S^iscm in his "Russian Easter". 
In this music the composer paints a 
picture of the festive aspect of the 
holiday, the aspect so charactierblitic 
of the Greek Orthodox Church He 
has woven into it choral melodies 
from the Utur^ m tho^^^_^^ 
Church. 

A recording of this last named 
work would make an excellent addi- 
iton to the library of record collec- 
tors. If you are one of these you 
may like to own Dr. Stokowskl's 
recording of his Sjnnphonic SynUie- 
sis of "Parsifal", or a recording of 
the Prelude of the Good Friday Mu- 
sic from the the same work. If you 
are a Bjach enthusiast you should 
hear the beautiful cantata, "Christ 
Lay in tft# Bonds of Death", sung by 
a Spanish choir of male voices. And, 
if you have lots of money to spend, 
there is the complete recording of 
the St. Matthew Passion in some- 
thing like three volumes.

On January 24, 1944,- we wel- 
comed to our campus a group of 
eleveh nurses, who are taking their 
pre-clinical training here at Mans- 
field. When their course here is 
finished on May 27 they will then 
go to the Hahnc\nann Hospital in- 
Scranton, Pa., to continue their 
program. Their supervisor, Miss 
Catherine Powell, really knows her 
way around our campus, having ac- 
companied the group that left us in 
December. . 

These girls are all members of the 

United States Nurse Cadet Corps, 
and are pursuing an intensive course 
iiTISie sciences p^^li^taig to niurs- 
ig. So little is known of their work, 
and the work of the corps itself, that 
we thought it would be interesting 
to give I you a brief sketch of the 
U.S.N.C.C. ' 

So vital is the nations need for 
womian-power that the 78th Con- 
gress has appropriated sufficient 
funds to give assistance to every 
nurse to prepare herself for this 
work, ihe Balten Act, sponsored by 
a Congresswoman from Ohio, has 
been established which will give 
recognition to the essential service 
its members contribute to the Corps. 
The act provides nurses to meet both 
civilian and military needs, and al- 
though many of these girls will join 
the armed forces, they are not 
forced to pledge themselves to mili- 
tary service. This program of nurs- 
ing education will not suddenly come 
to a halt when the war ends. The 
Baltoi Act provides that federal aid 
be made to. allow any member of the 
Corps enrolled prior to the end of 
the war to complete iheir basic 
training course. . ..This may sound 
very complicated Ixr many of tSTbut 
to these mmm^^ m^m 9i 0mt 
deal. 

Word has been sent to us that the 
uniforms for the nurses are "on the 
way," and should be here before 
-i!l0SiS7 Tttiangtrl s are prl v - 
ileged by the Balten Act to wear a 
distinctive outdoor uniform, with a 
combination of the United- States 
P*ublic Service and Maltese Cross as 
insignia. We are waiting, along with 
the nurses, to see their uniforms. 
We were not that lucky with the 
group last semester; they left us too 
suddenly.

He joined the feculty at Mans- 
^eld Nonhal Sch6dT~ln~ the fall of 
1924 on an invitation from Dr. 
Straughn as head of the Department 
of Education. He served the years 
1938-1939 as Dean of Instruction. 
Dr. Doughton has a total of 38 years 
in connection with public schools of 
Pennsylvania, the last tw^ty being 
at Mansfield.

Because they are anidhg our li- 
brary books, the following are espe- 
cially interring to us: 

Journey in the Dark is the succes.. 
story of Sam Braden. Martin Fiav- 
en writes of 60 years of American 
life, colored. by many different peo- 
ple who are the moVing background 
of Sam Braden's life. It is the story 
of a. changing boy who leaves a 
changing town to go to a changing 
city. Starting at the lowest point, 
leaves school at 15 to alerk in 
the Wyatts store. ^ It is here the 
germination oi (^ire to equal the 
wealthy aiidi influential Wyatts is 
bom. He leaves this job and afte? 
a short tiime starts traveling on tne 
road selling wallpaper. The man he 
works for is a very poor business- 
man. Very soon he is the head of 
the small company, which he.builas 
up to the point where he can retire 
with five millifm dollars. This is the 
success story Sam Braden reviews 
as he looks back upon his Ufe. He 
also sees an unhappy marriage to 
Eileen Wyatt. She left to go with her 
distant cousin whon^ Sam strove to 



imitate. Another wife alter Eileen 
and this time a son. Not a son he 
loves, but one that he hates. Along 
with this he sees all the small mis- 
takes he made without realizing it. 
For instance, the time he refused to 
speak to an old boyhood Negro- 
triehd. Anotiier Itiend he^ ignored, a 
drunken rep(»1;er, brings it home to 
him when he says, "Sam, you aie 
just a lonely old man going nowhere

3, ard 
in his own camp before it finaK;

The .^eatest of living expedition- 
leaders, Coiait Byron de Prorok, will 
speak in assenvbly on January 9, on 
the subject, "The French Under- 
ground," illustrated! with actual mo- 
vies of the^ Fr^^ CuerlUas, ttoe 
"Maquis." 

Count de Prorok, noted explorer, 
author, archaeologist, and authori^ 
on^ current French affairs, was the 
first man selected by our War De- 
partment to igive orientation lectures 
to over 300,000 American soldiers in 
NoBlh AMea. ^ 

Eighteen major official explora- 
tions have been lead by Coumt de 
Prorok to all parts of the world He 
has fiin]^ cities under the sea, the 
tombs of the Pharoahs, excavations 
of great dead cities , mirages, and 
wars. From personal contacts he tells 
of such individiuals as Gandhi, Gen- 
eral de Gaulle, Emperor Selassie, and 
Colonel Lawrence of Arabia. ^ 

Born in Mexico in 1896 atisdi edu- 
cated in England and Switzerland, 
Count de Prorok directed the French- 
American Archaeological Expedition 
to North Africa from 1919 to 1939. 
Since ttie early part of the war, the 
Count has been Official Lecturer of 
"France Forever"; the'National Com- 
mittee of Liberati(»i] and the French 
Underground.
